Deficit Above Half Billion. 

Coincident with the difficulties 
which the President is encountering 
in his attempt to introduce econo- 
mies is the necessity of providing 
new revenues with which to meet 
the constantly grewing Treasury 
deficit. The present fiscal year is 
344 months old, yet it already 
shows a deficit of $515,000,000, ana 
it is mounting. at the rate of more 
than $6,000,000 a day. 

The administration is faced with 
a situation in which revenues are 
steadily declining, while expendi- 
tures have a tendency steadily to 
increase. For example, the the ap- 
propriation for construction work 
on Boulfler Dam for the curreut 
year is only $17,000,000. But as 
the work swings into action—as it 
will after this winter—the require- 
ments will be much larger. 

The Federal building program is 
being pushed, requiring additional 
money as sites are obtained and 
plans drawn. The War Depart- 
ment housing program also is ad- 
vancing, while increasing demands 
are being made for rivers and har- 
bors development work, 

Another factor which will add to 
the 1923 budget is the increasing 
borrowing of the Treasury to meet 
the deficit. In the last 15 months

been added to the national debt. 
Much of this money has been ob- 
tained, however, by the sale of 
Treasury bills and certificates, 
bearing an interest rate recently as 
low as 1 per cent.

Promoters Said to Seek to Buy 
Airplane Carriers Lexington

BOSTON, Oct. 17.—The Boston 


Transcript today said incorporation 
papers would be filed next week at 
the State House by a company 
formed to acquire the naval air- 
plane carriers Lexington and Sara- 
toga for conversion into express 
passenger liners designed to sail 
from Boston to Europe in four 
days. 

The acquisition of the carriers, 
each of which cost nearly $45,- 
000,000 when constructed several 
years ago, would be dependent 
upon the approval of President 
Hoover, the paper said. He has 
not yet been approached, 

The New England group behind 
the project, the Transcript said, 
was said to be ready to buy the 
ships “at a reasonable price.’”’ A 
further condition. was that the 
United States Shipping Board 
should agree to grant’a loan for 
three-quarters of the cost of re- 
conditioning, estimated by $11,- 
250,000 and that the Postoffice De- 
partment should award a “‘satisfac- 
tory” 10-year ocean mall contract 
to the promoters. 

The Transcript said three of the 
railroads entering Boston, the New 
Haven, the Boston & Albany and 
the Boston & Maine, together with 
the Pennsylvania, had agreed to in- 
dorse the financing of the plan 
and to supply the management. 
It further said the First National 
Bank and the banking house of 
Lee, Higginson & Co. would raise 
funds up to $7,000,000 for the 
initiul financing. 

Charles E. Spencer dJr., vice 
president of the bank, who was 
said to have been one of those 
closely consulted by the promoters, 
denied the bank had committed 
itself in any way. “‘We have been 
approached by the promoters with 
@ prospectus and-we are investi- 
gating the merits of the plan,” 
said Spencer. 

The Boston & Maine Railroad, in 
a statement tonight, admitted its 
executiv had been co-operating 
in preliminary studies on the pos- 
sibility of establishing out of the 
port of Boston a trans-Atlantic 
service on a four-day basis.

CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—Al Capone, 
Chicago's notorious gang - leader, 
was convicted by a Federal Court 
jury tonight on five out 6f 22 
counts ¢harging evasion of income 
taxes, 

The jury reported at 10:54 to- 
night that it had reached a ver- 
dict, and the defendant and art- 
torneys were called by telephone 
to appear and hear the decision. 

The jury took eight hours and 18 
minutes to reach a yerdict. The 
counts on which Capone was con- 
victed include three felony allega- 
tions of attempt to evade and de- 
feat income taxes for the years 
1925, 1926 and 1927 and two mis- 
demeanor counts charging failure 
to file income tax returns in 1928 
and 1929. 

The maximum penaity possivle 
is 17 years imprisonment and $50,- 
000 fine. 

Acquitted on 18 Counts, 

The gangster was acquitted on 
the one indictment charging at- 
tempt to evade and defeat taxes 
on a 1924 income. He also was ac- 
quitted of 17 felony accounts on 
the second indictment, many of 
them duplications of the counts on 
which he was found gutity. 

The jury was polled once, and 
then, after Assistant T°. S. Districc 
Attorney Jacob I. Grossman said it 
appeared that the jury might have 
been mixed on the numbers of the 
various counts, the attorneys went 
into a conference as a@ recess was 
called. 

Grossman sald it appeared “‘in- 
consistent” that the jury should 
find Capone guilty of evading 
taxes in 1925, 1926 and 1927 and 
not guilty of similar felony counts 
in 1928 and 1929. 

The defendant smiled aa the ver- 
dict was read by the clerk of the 
court. One of his attorneys, Al- 
bert Fink, announced informally 
intention to file a motion for a new 
trial, and later withdrew the an- 
nouncement. 

Arguments on Motion Tuesday. 
Judge Wilkerson, after much dis- 
cussion, granted a request by the 
defense to argue a motion for ar- 
rest of judgment and set 10 a. m. 
Tuesday as the time. 

The court at first denied the mo- 
tion when Attorney Fink presented 
it, saying it was “obviously im- 
proper” and there could be no ar- 
gument about it. He said that un- 
less the defense moved at once for 
a new trial he would pronounce 
sentence tonight, ; 

Fink persisted, however, and the 
court then asked for “assurance 
that you have grounds for the mo- 
tion.” 

“I not only can assure you of 
that, your honor,” Fink said, “but

Outside of this special commer- 
‘cial class, however, the show was 
all for the amateurs, and the pro-

hibits, said Edward F, Nolte, chair- 
man of the slow, testified to the 
growing interest and expertness of 
St. Louisans under guidance of the 
Horticultural Society. Until a few 
years ago it was commonly said 
that dahlias could not be grown in 
this climate.

“There are only two collectors of 
old money in the United States,” 
Wentworth said, “who are able to 
deal in such valuable relics. The 
experts got in touch with them and 


men who took him in his own car 
to a deserted shack at Eagle Park, 


found that, although the banknotes 
were in perfect condition and un- 
questionably should havé a high 
premium value, their purchase at 
this time was not practicable.” 

Mrs. Wood has not been in- 
formed of the inventory of her ef- 
fects, lawyers said. She furnished 
the address of a storage warehouse, 
however, in which all of her known 
property was found without dittis 
culty. 

As each trunk was reached by 
the examiners, it was removed to 
the Harriman National Bank and 
the most valuable of the contents 
were placed in safety vaults. It will 
require weeks, the experts said, to 
fix definitely the worth | of the 
jewelry. 

There is one diamond necklace 
with stones grading from 8 down 
to 14%, carats which Mrs. Wood 
wore at the famous Empress Eu- 
genic ball in Madison Square Gar- 
den, 

Some of the jewels, diamond, ru- 
bies and emeralds had been\taken 
from their settings, wrapped in bits | 
of paper, and lain untouched for 
years in Mrs: Wood's bureau.

Democratic nomination for the 
United States senatorship, has led 
to much speculation among Mis- 
souri Democrats as to whether 
Pendergast is paving the way to a 
desertion of the candidacy of 
Francis M. Wilson of Kansas City, 
who again is seeking the riomina-' 
tion for the governorship, 

It is now certain that Wilson’ 
will be opposed by State Senator, 
Russell I. Dearmont of Cape Gir- 
ardeau,. Whose formal announce- 
“ment of candidacy is — 
within 10 days. 

In several interviews Seediieust, 
who is ¢redited with the power to 
deliver approximately nine-tenths 
of the “Democratic vote in Jackson 
County in’a primarg, and who has 
madé good on*the jotmany times, 
announced his organizatitan would 
support Howell and Wilson», But, 
commenting on Howell’s formal an- 
nouncement Thursday, Pendergas 
had nothing ta.say about Wilson, 
using language which has lied 
Dearmont’s friends to the view that, 
there is at least a possibility that, 
Pendergast will-concentrate his ef- 
forts on the nomination of Howell} 
and let Wilson fight his battle 
without the active support of the 
Kansas City leader. 

Solidty for Howell. 

Pendergast said: 

“In the primary next year my 
organization will indorse andi sup- 
port candidates for the other orf- 
fices on account of lecality, avail- 
ability and fitness, but Charles M. 
Howell is the choice of my organi- 
zation and we will do everything 
to nominate 
ond elect him.’’ 

Dearmont’'s decision to becomea 
candidate, however, is known to 
rave been made in the expectation 
that the full strength of the Kan- 
fas City organization would be 
exerted for Wilson, and any spec- 
viation as to a possibility of Wil- 
son’s having only a half-hearted 
support there did not enter into 
his calculations. 

Assuming that Pendergast will 
remain steadfast for Wilson, Dear- 
mont is entering a hard fight, but 
one which many of his friends 
have advised him he can win. 
Pendergast’s influence is not lim- | 
ited to Kansas City and Jackson 
County, but extends in some meas- 
ure to all the State, being particu- 
larly strong in Western counties. 

Bandwagon politicians, who look 
upon a 40,000 or 60,000 majority 
in Jackson County for a candidate 
as being impossible for another 
candidate to overcome, are dis- 
posed to line up with the Kansas 
City organization, and this disposi- 
tion can be overcome only by a 
candidate who can build up a local 
strength in the counties sufficient 
to convince the local leaders. that 
they must go along with it or lose 
their followers. 

Wilson Well Supported. 

Wilson, too, is far from depend- 
ent on the Pendergast support and 
the bandwagon politicians. A for- 
mer State Senator and former 
United States District Attorney in 
Kansas City, he has a wide ac- 
quaintance and a strong personal 
following within the party. 

Dearmont, by his action in en- 
tering the race, will be saying in 
effect that he believes he can over- 
come the advantage which  un- 
doubtedly l be with Wilson at 
the opening the campaign. 

Once beforg& in Missouri Demo- 
cratic politics there was a situa- 
tion paralleling almost exactly that 
of the contest between Wilson and 
In 1912, William _§§, 
Cowherd was the choice of the 
Pendergast organization, then 
headed by Tom’s brother. Band- 
wagon politicians in the rural coun- 
ties were lined up for Cowherd just 
as many of them are now lined 
up for Wilson. He also had the 
support of the old line Democrats, 
just as Wilson has now. 

Elliott. W. Major appeared in 
that campaign as the gladiator. He 


votes in either St. Louis or Kan- 
sas City. He worked almost en- 
tirely in the country districts, ana 
built up a following which forced 
the local county leaders all over 
the State to abandon Cowherd and 
to support Major to save their po- 
litical lives.

TWO CONVICTIONS IN 
FUUR TRIALS OF WEEK 


Negro Acquitted of Robbery, 
and Jury Fails to Agree in 


Moncado Case. 


Four jury trials heard in the 
criminal division of Cireuit Court 
last week resulted in two convic- 
tions, an acquittal and a mistrial,

trial when a jury in Judge Ryan's 
court failed to agree.

bondsman, in the latter’s home, 
1819A Blair avenue, on Nov. 5, 


1927. 
Six Plead Guilty. 

Six men charged with robbery 
entered pleas of guilty.

OUT PLAN OF WORK 


Announces After Firat 
Meeting It Expects to 
‘‘Contribute Materially to 
Business Recovery.” 


EXPECTS TO FUNCTION 
WITHIN FEW DAYS

By the Assouiated Press., 
NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—The 


National Credit Corporation sug- 


gested by President Hoover to thaw 
out frozen bank credits took defi- 
nite form today when the 12 di- 
rectors held their first meeting. 

After the meeting @ statement 
was issued which read in part: 
“The plan adopted by the direct- 
ors embodies the thought of the 
country’s leading banking authort- 
ties and represents an unusually 
widespread knowledge of business 
conditions and experiences in bank- 
ing affairs. Essentially the corpo- 
ration is intended to supplement 
the services of the Federal Reserve 
system by enabling banks, when 
necessary, to borrow on sound as- 
sets which are not now eligible 
for loans from Federal Reserve 
barks. 

“Tt is the opinion of the directors 
of the National Credit Corporation, 
who represent banking communi- 
ties in all parts of the country, 
that the cerporation can best serve 
the purposes-for which it has been 
formed by conducting its affairs on 
a conservative business basis and 
in accordance with well-tested 
principles of banking. To this end, 
it will be the policy of the cor- 
poration to advance its funds in 
such a way that all loans made 
will be secured by a pledge of 
sound assets in excess of the 
amount of the loans granted. 

“Reports received by the di- 
rectors indicate the plan will have 
the support of practically the en- 
tire banking system of the coun- 
try. 

‘Most Constructive Step” 

“The directors desire to state 
that they regard the formation of 
this corporation and the work it 
has set out to do as one of the 
most constructive steps that the 
banks of the country could under- 
take in the interest not only of the 
banks themselves, but of the whole 
business community. 

“This action today is an expres- 
sion of the faith which the di- 
rectors and the i constituencies 
which they represent have in the 
soundness of the country and in 
the capacity of the country to re- 
establish itself on its forward 
course, 

“It was the unanimous opinion 
of the directors that the National 
Credit Corporation in its opera- 
tions will contribute materially to 
recovery generally and 


' have a far-reaching effect in erys- 
| talizing the confidence of the en- 
| tire nation. 


Functioning in a Few Days. 

“In many of the Federal Reserve 
districts the organizations of local 
associations and banks through 
which the corporation will operate 
has been perfected and it is ex- 
pected that the entire machinery 
will be set up and functioning 
within the next few days. 

“With a view to bringing about, 
in go far as possible, uniformity of 
procedure in the practical opera- 
tion of the plan, the directors alsa 
adopted articles of agreement for 
the local associations of banks to 
be formed in the respective Fed- 
eral Reserve districts; suggested 
by-laws for those local associa- 
tions; forms of subscription blanks 
to the National Credit Corporation 
gold notes; forms of application 
blanks for loans to be used by 
borrowing banks and suggested 
resolutions for the adoption by loe- 
cal associations covering accept- 
ances of loans’ and requests upon 
the National Credit Corporation for 
advances approved by local loan 


| committees.’’ 


George M. Reynolds, Chicago 
banker, was chosen chairman of 
the board of directors. Reynolds 
also is chairman of the executive 
committee of the $1,000,000,000 
Continental Jilinocis Bank & Trust 
Co. 

Mortimer N. Buckner, who has 
headed the committee appointed 
little more than a week ago to 
form the corporation, was elected 
presidant. Buckner is president 
of the New York Clearing House 
Association, which embraces lead- 
ing Wall street banks with aggre- 
gate resources of $9,000,000,000. 

St. Louisan Vice President. 

Other officers of the corporation 
are: Vice president, Daniel G. 
Wing, chairman of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, and Wal- 
ter W. Smith, president of the First 
National Bank in St. Louis: secre- 
tary-treasurer, Nelson 8, Dearmont 
of New York.

He 
has no control over appropriations 
of other elective officials, once ap- 
proved, and the major part of the | 
new reductions likely will fall on 
departments, boards and _ institu- 
tionh the heads of which are ap- 
pointed by the Governor, unless | 
other elective officials consent to | 
turn back a part of their appropri- | 
ations. 

$191,672,808 in Appropriations, 


Appropriations of 1931 and 1932 
by the Legislature totaled $191.,- 
672,808, of which $26,650,017 was 
against general revenue, largely 
derived from direct sources of tax- | 
ation. The other $165,022,791 was 
against special levies, fees and spe- 
cial funds. In most instances the 
departments receiving such appro- 
priations may spend the full 
amounts only, if that much is pro- 
duced by the special levies or is 
earned in fees. 

The loss in revenues is attributed 
to the business depression. Of the 
$2,146,499 loss already reorted, $1.- 
238.456 was in State income tax 
collections, compared to 1930.

stirring slogan: 
ing to lose but their chains. 
world to win!” 


Through the efforts of the Bolsheviks the 
proletarians nominally have won one-sixth 
the dry surface of the world but their self- 
appointed leaders are finding out that the 
Marxian slogan is a two-edged sword. Unless 
the proletarians have something to lose they 
will not stay on the job to consolidate the vic- 
tory of the revolution. 

Many American engineers in Russia are 
predicting tha‘ the leaders will be faced with 
a tremendous reckoning within the next two 
or three years if they do not strengthen the 
weak links in the chain of planned economy. 


The engineers do not forecast a smagh-up. 


will not permit this to happen. They do say 
that the party will have a lot of explanations 
to make if their glowing promisés to the peo- 
ple are not fulfilled. 

The five weak links in the chain, accord- 
ing to the American engineers, are: (1) 
lack of co-ordination in the industrialization 
plans, includng inadequate supplies, small 
tools and transportation; (2) the refusal of 
managers and workers to assume responsibil- 
ity; (3) the great labor turn-over; (4) the 
leaders’ love of grandiose but untried 
schemes, and (5) the backwardness of the 
mass of Russian workers. The first three 
factors are generally conceded to be the most 
important, with opinion divided as to which 
should be accorded first place. 


“Passing the Buck.” 


To the engineers on fmdividual jobs the 
labor turm-exer and the refusal of managers 
and workers to take responsibility are the 
most apparent. There is a Moscow joke— 
which is not so far from the truth—that it 
takes six signatures to make an order effec- 
tive. The explanation given is that one per- 
son will not risk punishment. Another story, 
heard in several places, was that if a machine 
breaks down a mechanic will not volunteer to 
repair it, fearing that if it breaks down again 
within three weeks or a month, he will be 
charged with sabotage. These stories prob- 
ably are exaggerations but they show the 
feeling of the workers. 

The labor turn-over is a serious problem. 
At Dnieprostroy, which employs 19,000 work- 
men, the turn-over last year was 11,000. For 
the first six months this year the turn-over 
was 6000. American engineers on other pro- 
jects told the writer that about the same per- 
centages obtained throughout the Union. The 
railroad stations near all projects are jammed 
to overflowing with workers coming and go- 
ing. 

Napoleon is supposed to have said that it 
took three years to make a soldier. The So- 
viet leaders are finding out that they cannot 
make skilled laborers out of ‘‘dark” peasants 
overnight and that the newly acquired ma- 
chines will not run themselves. 

Under the former system of “level wages’ 
there was not much direct incentive for a 
skilled laborer to do his best or to stay on 
the job. The unskilled laborer had no tan- 
gible inspiration to seek promotion. The re- 
sult was, and still is to a large degree, that 
the workers shifted about from locality to 
locality and from industry to industry seek- 
ing jobs in plants favored with better food 


and better housing. 
Small Output Per Worker. 


The Government boasts that the Union has 
no unemployment problem and contrasts this 
situation with unemployment in capitalistic 
countries. The boast is true in a sense. So- 
viet industries are seeking more workmen. 
American engineers are willing to prove, how- 
ever, that one American produces the same 
amount of work as five Russians. “No won- 
der,” they say, “there is no unemployment in 


Russia.”’ 

Nicholas J. Pullus, an American engineer 
employed to help rationalize Russian factor- 
ies, in an interview published recently in the 


| Moscow News, declared that 40 per cent of 


the workers at the 
Molotoff ship repair 
plant were idle the 
days he visited the 
plant. He com- 
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plained to the fore- 
man and pointed out 
that the workers 
could be used in 
casting parts. The 
foreman replied that 
he had no pig iron. 
When Pullus_ said 
that he was prepared 
to show the workers 
how they could use 
scrap iron for the 
work, the foreman 
replied that he would 
have to get permis- 
sion from the direc- 
tor. Pullus did not 
see the foreman 
gain. Pullus also 
reported that Molo- 
 toft foundry wasted 
'18 per cent of total 
material cast where- 
as the ugual loss in 
the United States was 
3 per cent. He said 
that in casting 5600 
kilograms of brass, 
2700 kilograms were 
wasted. 

David Dubinsky of 
New York, a former 
Russian  revolution- 
ary and now general 
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secretary-treasurer of 
t he International 


Ladies Garment 
Workers, after an in- 


cow, Leningrad and Kharkov, reported that 
the quality of Russian products was extreme- 
ly low. He said that the ‘‘Bolshevichka” 
plant at Leningrad, employing 4000 women, 
turned out only 6000 coats daily, or 1 1-2 per 
worker. He said American workers on the 
same machinery would have produced nine 
coats per worker. He blamed inefficient 
management, 

A. Andreyey, chairman of the People’s 
Commissariat of Workers and Peasants In- 
spection, a supervisory branch of the Govern- 
ment, reported in July that ‘‘very few Soviet 
plants, mines, collective farms or railway sta- 
tions had the same manager as long as a 
year.” 

American engineers, without exception, had 
little good to say about the “udarniki,”’ the 
shock brigades of young people who are ex- 
pected to set the pace for the other workers. 
The writer’s guide, a Russian newspaper man, 
expected to write a news-article about the 
“udarniki”’ encountered on our trip. With the 
exception of a group of young women at the 
Stalingrad tractor plant, who were exceeding 
their quota by seven per cent’at die making, 
we failed to find the shock brigades living 
up to their names. Many of the engineers 
laughed when asked about the socalled pace 
makers. 


‘|Curious “Rest Days.” 


Piece work was introduced about a year 
ago in an attempt to speed up the workers. 
This did not produce the expected results. 
Workers rarely exceeded the minimum re- 
quirements. The explanation was that the 


minimum gave the workers enough money. 


to buy the necessaries of life on their food 
and supply cards, and that it took too much 
excess earning to buy other supplies in the 
outside markets. 

This summer the newspapers throughout 
the country have been printing the pictures 
of workers who have made good records, but 
the psychological incentives have not worked 
for long. Now the workers who exceed their 
quotas are given longer vacations, cigarette 
cases and other more or less tangible re- 
wards, 

The Americans blame the Russian man- 
agers. An instance was cited to the writer 
in which the American engineer found a 
whole unit of laborers idle. When he de- 
manded where their foreman was he was told 
that the foreman was taking his “‘rest day.” 
The American. put the workers back on the 


vesigation of the garment factories in Mos-,

job, promising that he would reprimand the 
foreman. The next day he found the fore- 
man idling around the plant. Asked why he 
was not working, he replied that his men 
were taking their rest day. 

The Americans also say that the inability 
of the managers, whether Americans or Rus- 
sfans, to hire and fire is a serious deterrent 
to the speeding up of production. Even aft- 
er a worker is dismissed after consultation 
with the factory committee, he has no trou- 
ble in getting. another job almost imme- 
diately. : 

The Russians have always been a nomadic 
people and now that they have no homes to 
call their own, many think nothing of bund- 
ling up their few possessions and moving 
three ‘or four hundred or even a thousand 
miles in search of better living conditions. 

The lack of co-ordination in the planned 
economy can be traced in part to the refusal 
of managers to take responsibility and to the 
gigantic labor turn-over. A plant that needs 
1300 barrels of cement daily receives only 
900. The oil wells in the Caucasus, which 
have completed the five-year oil program in 
two and one-half years, are hampered from 
continuing their rapid progress because pipes 
and drilling tools are delayed. The trans- 
portation .system, although making some 
progress, cannot move materials fast enough 
to the new developments, The lack of small 
‘tools, such as hammers, saws, plumb-bobs, 
trowels, chisels and planes hold up construc- 
tion work. One American wrote to the Mos- 
cow News that on the State Farm where he 
was working there were more tractors than 
monkey-wrenches, 


Small Tools Are a Scarcity. 


The absence of these small tools, makes 
more difference in production speed than one 
would at first imagine. For instance, Rus- 
sian lumber does not come in uniform widths 
and lengths. In making a joint the Russian 
carpenter must do the best he can with an 
antiquated ax and saw. Whoever invented 
the Russian wheelbarrow must have had it 
in for the workers, The wheels are about 
half the diameter of American wheels and the 
arms are far apart. 

These difficulties, however, do not explain 
why the architects design apartments and for- 
get about water and sewer pipes and wait 
until the apartments are built before putting 
in electric floor plugs, 

Soviet officials claim that the workers as 
\a heritage from Czarist oppression. have an

ingrained stubbornness against the acceptance 
of new ideas. There is no doubt that the 
two words. most used, in Russia today are 
carry-overs from the old regime. They are 
“seychas,”’ which is supposed to mean imme- 
diately but which in reality means from an 
hour to a month, and “zavytra’’—tomorrow— 
which means anywhere from two days to 
never. 

There is a definite reason for the ingrained 
stubbornness. Under the old regime the 
workers had nothing to look forward to and 
they were ‘“‘agin’’ thelr Government and the 
managers. The managers in turn inherited 
the old bureaucratic buck-passing of the mon- 
archy. It should be remembered that the 
fundamental law of 1832 said: ‘‘The Czar of 
all Russia is an autocratic and absolute mon- 
arch. 
Czar’s supreme authority, not from fear 
alone, but as a point of conscience.” When 
this law was changed in 1906 only the word 
“absolute” was omitted. It is not hard to 
See why Soviet officials will require time to 
educate the workers. 

Stalin’s July speech to the Soviet industrial 
managers demonstrated that the party lead- 
ers are taking a realistic view of the present 
situation. Stalin emphasized the lack of co- 
ordination, the refusal of managers to accept 
responsibility and the huge labor turn-over. 
This speech made a direct appeal to individual 
self-interest instead of simply to class con- 
sciousness. The Socialist slogan, “He who 
does not work shall not eat,” was changed 
by Stalin to “He who works the most ef- 
fectively shall have the most to eat.” . In 
other words, the worker will have something 
to lose. 


Rewards for Good Workers. 


The strategy obviously is to improve the 
living conditions of upper bracket of skilled 
laborers, the engineers and technical work- 
ers, in an effort to inspire the young workers 
to seek promotion. Thus Jast month the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee and the Council of 
People’s Commissars, in a joint resolution 
granted the engineers and technicians, all the 
privileges hitherto enjoyed only by industrial 
workers. 

This joint résolution is interesting in that 
it shows what the advanced workers can ex- 
pect and what the industrial workers have 
enjoyed, It provided: 

1. Children of engineers and _ technical 
workers are to be accepted in educationg] in- 
stitutions on an equality with children of 
industrial workers. Hitherto, the schools and 
universities were so crowded that. only the 
children of the workers were received. 

2. ‘Engineers and technical workers are 
granted the same rights to obtain places in 
sanatoria and rest homes as industrial work- 
ers. 

3. Engineers and technical workers are to 
receive insurance doles in temporary disable- 
ment’ on same rulés as industrial workers. 

4. Engineers and industrial workers and 
their families are to be supplied with food 
and clothing equally with industrial workers. 
5. When engineers and technical workers: 
are transferred from factories to Government 
institutions, that is, from an industrial job 
to a purely governmental job, salaries are to 
be by no means reduced. Government work- 
ers are in a third category while engineers, 
until promulgation of the resolution, were in 
the. second category. Industrial workers are 
in the first category. 

6. Engineers and technical. workers are 
to pay income taxes only 6n income in excess 
of 500. roubles a month at rate of 3% per 
cent per annum. This tax is aot progressive 
as it is on Government workers. 

Engineers and technical workers are grant- 
ed the same rights as industrial workers in 
obtaining living quarters, and to insure favor- 
able housing conditions, which will permit

HE eyes of all Germany are en the Unit- 

T- States today, looking forward to the 

coming meeting between President Hoo- 
ver and Premier Laval. 
The world is slowly accustoming itself to 
wonders in public life and the life of a state. 
Things which one would have regarded last 
year as impossible take place today in open 
view. 
Only a year ago Germany could not dare to 
bring up the question of reparations in any 
manner. Today the whole world is agreed 
that developments have only begun with the 
Hoover year. Influential circles of the great 
powers are already declaring that this Hoover 
year must be prolonged, since the difficult 
problem of the debts of the indivdual coun- 
tries cannot otherwise be put in order, and 
failure to do this would create endless harm 
and a still severer financial and economic 
crisis would bring the civilized countries of 
the world nearer to the brink of collapse. 

Nobody today believes that after the ex- 
piration of the Hoover year the reparation 
payments will be resumed to their full meas- 
ure. From every side come urgent repre- 
sentations that the question of reparations 
must be regulated anew with greatest pos- 
sible speed. Germany, which is best able 
to judge the extent of her economic distress, 
long ago realized and declared that she could 
no longer carry this vast and unjustly im- 
posed burden unless general disaster was to 
follow in finance and economy everywhere. 
France alone showed herself stiffneckedly 
opposed to all proposals and warnings. 


Ever Increasing Gloom. 

But then the weak Germany received aid 
from a more powerful source. The world- 
crisis suddenly lifted its gigantic head. To 
their dismay the various countries realized, 
in many cases unfortunately all too late, that 
only a certain fraternal feeling, could guar- 
antee the economic progress of them all. Six 
million or more unémployed in the United 
States, almost three millions in England, the 
world’s greatest industrial state, four mil- 
lion unemployed in Germany—these were 
warning signs which could not be disregard- 
ed. And then followed the heaviest blow of 
fate, unexpected as a flash of lightning from 
a clear sky. The proud England abandoned, 
at least for some months, the gold standard. 
The sad result was a sharp fell of the pound 
sterling and heavy financial consequences of 
this unprecedented happening in almost all 
other countries—consequences whose com- 
plete extent and effect cannot yet be fore- 
seen. 

This vast world-crisis, which despite all 
caution brought millions of losses even to the 


‘proudly isolated France, accomplished what 


even the most urgent warnings by expert stu- 
dents of the situation had not been able to 
accomplish. 

It brought about suddenly a change in the 
attitude of the French Government and of 
public opinion in France, at least in so far 
as. could be noted from outside. The Ger- 
man Chancellor, accompanied by Dr. Curtius, 
the German Foreign Minister, met a friendly 
reception in Paris. On Sept. 27 the French 
Premier Laval and Foreign Minister Briand 
returned the visit in Berlin. Their reception 
also extraordinarily 
friendly, and even enthusiastic. Thousands 
of Berlin citizens gave Briand ovations with 
greatest heartiness at every opportunity— 
ovations which, as shown by the cries, were 
given to him as ‘“‘the bringer of world peace.” 
s hope that correspondents of Le Temps 
and other nationalistic newspapers of France 
were present to observe this warm welcome 
of the French statesmen. Perhaps even these 
men will then change their preconceived ideas 
and realize that by far the greatest part of 
the Germans sincerely and in all uprightness 
desire peace and a peaceful understanding 
with France also, 

Growing German Friendship.

worker, a clerk, in the banking businéss. 
At that time our regular working 
hours for ministering to the needs of the 
great public were from 9 a, m. to 4 p. 
m.; and thereafter from a half hour to 
three hours were employed, as need was, 
in closing and balancing books. More- 
over, there was no half-holiday on Sat- 
urday, for I remember being . present 
at the first meeting held to agitate for 
that great boon to workers. But Io! 
Bank business hours have now suffered 
a daily reduction of two, but banking 
still goes on as usual, though with larger 
clerical staffs. So far as I last heard, 
there has been no banker who has com- 
plained of the change, or become bank- 
rupt because thereof. Nor was any 
worker's pay reduced. 
Apply this reduction of hours to all 
other workers. If one-fourth are un- 
employed, while those employed are 
working eight hours a day, the diminish- 
ing of these working hours by one- 
fourth would automatically give employ- 
ment to the unemployed, with a six-hour 
day for all. 
If somewhat less than the six-hour day 
is the measure of the business need for 
bankers, why not arrange the same méas- 
ure for workers in all other occupations? 
The measure of leisure enjoyed at pres- 
ent by one or two classes of workers 
could then be equally enjoyed by all. 
Whatever this shortening of hours might 
add to the cost of production would be 
at least somewhat compensated by the 
‘greater demand for the goods produced 
because of the greater number of em- 
ployed wage earners able to purchase the 
product. Moreover, it would conserve 
the worker's self-respect. Something 
must be done, why not try this?

The Supreme Court of Minnesota has ruled that 
the congressional redistricting act, passed by the 
Legislature on the basis of the 1930 census, is valid, 
notwithstanding the Governor vetoed it. In its ruling, 
the court held that the 1929 act of Congress gives 
the State Legislature absolute authority in the mat- 
ter of redistricting; that the Governor can neither 
veto nor approve such act; finally, that the courts of 
the State are powerless. 

The decision will be of interest to Missour! which, 
as is known, is without a redistricting act and faces 
the chaotic prospect of electing its congressional 
delegation at large next year. The Missouri Legis- 
jature passed a redistricting act which Gov. Caulfield 
vetoed, just as Gov. Olsen of Minnesota did. The 
executive’s authority was questioned and for a few 
days Jefferson City buzzed with rumors and plots of 
reprisal; but the commotion presently subsided, and 
nothing further was done. In Minnesota it was dif- 
ferent. There the Legislature, instead of tamely stb- 
mitting to the Governor’s disapproval, consolidated 
its position, so to speak, through the action of the 
House, which on the last day of the session passed a 
resolution ordering the bill filed with the Secretary 


to veto it. 
It is not apparent that that precautionary measure 
was necessary. The opinion of the court, as reported 
in the press dispatches, makes no reference to it. It 
validates the original redistricting act, as stated in 
the act of Congress, which empowers the Legislature 
to perform this office independent of the executive 
or judicial departments.

Will Germany permanently endure the Danzig Cor- 
ridor, which divides Prussia in two? Will she per- 
manently endure the possession of the German Tyrol 
by Italy, Italy’s imposition of the Italian language 
and customs upon a population which is more in- 
tengely German than the Germans themselves? Will 
{she permanently endure any separation of what she 
holds to be German territory, with German popula- 
tion? Why talk of friendly co-operation between Ger- 
many and France, with a hundred causes of resent- 
ment and hatred burning in the German minds and 
hearts? These injustices must be set right before a 
stable peace can be established. 
Will Hungary join heartily in plans for maintaining 
international peace, stripped by the treaty of Tria- 
tion of two-thirds of her territory and population, 
arbitrarily turned over to her neighbors, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Rumania and Jugo-Slavia? Or Austria, cut 
down to 6,000,000 population, isolated, and not per- 
mitted even to form a customs union with her Ger- 
man cousins, not to mention her logical desire to 
unite with Germany? It was the recognition of these 
injustices which caused the formation of the Little 
Entente to hold the spoils of victory by superior 
power. Nothing but weakness prevents these vic- 
tims of victory from righting their wrongs by force. 
Hence armaments. 
England has righted most of the wrongs in her 
provinces by granting them an equal status in the 
commonwealth. But there is India, burning with the 
resentment of conquest and years of exploitation, 
which will never be pacified except by justice and 
independence. There are other peoples dominated by 
Britain and other European nations to be reckoned 
with. Although we have never exploited the Phil- 
ippines, our sovereignty by conquest and purchase is 
the cause of persistent agitation. 
All internal revolutions are caused by injustice, 
political or economic. Every revolution in the world 
has been a revolt against political and economic op- 
pression. Social» and political justice are the only 
cure for national revolutions and disorders. They 
are the only cure for the distresses and disorders of 
poverty. Prosperity, as well as stable peace, nation- 
al or international, rests upon justice. 
Armaments are maintained on account of injustice. 
Nations which have the advantage of others fear 
those who suffer oppression, and those who suffer 
injustice want the military strength to correct them. 
It is for these reasons that we say that inequitable 
peace treaties sow the seeds of new wars. The Ro- 
mans recognized this. The Punic victory grew out 
of the conviction that a new war could be avoided 
only by the complete destruction of the enemy. 
These injustices cannot be righted by fiat of any 
league or combination of nations. They can be right- 
ed only by enlightened public opinion. When over- 
whelming public opinion demands the righting of in- 
ternational, social and political wrongs, we shall be on 
the road to stable peace and prosperity. The domi- 
nant nations will not be able to withstand that pres- 
sure. The chief concern, therefore, of those who are 
working for international peace and: co-operation 
should be to foster public opinion for justice and the 
removal of’ fundamental causes which bar progress 
toward disarmament, co-operation and prosperity. 
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We trust that the collapse of civilization, which 
H. G. Wells declares is imminent, will be considerate 
enough to hold off until Mr. Wells finishes his book 
about it. ) 
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OUR HOG CALLING VINDICATED. 

Many readers will recall our campaign five years 
ago to spread the truth about how to call hogs. Hog 
calling contests had come into vogue, and all manner 
of bizarre and ridiculous calls were being employed. 
Tossing such vocal fiction aside, we pointed out that 
hog calling had but one goal, namely, to contact mud- 
caked ear drums across intervening distances. Its 
purpose was to inform the hog that his presence was 
desired at the feeding trough. Obviously, the call 
to be preferred was the one which would go farthest.

Plutarco Elias Calles has again answered the Gov- 
ernment’s summons, has again been received with) 
acclaim by the capital, has been appointed Minister 
of War, and a situation of extreme political unrest 
culminating in the resignations of the Cabinet offi- 
cers has been quieted down by the mere presence of 
this extraordinary citizen. 
It is no new experience for Gen. Calles to respond 
to his country’s call since his voluntary retirement 
to private life. In his address to Congress on Sept. 
1, 1928, the most remarkable presidential message in | 
the nation’s history, President Calles declared he 
would never again serve as President. He cited the 
Constitution as a permanent injunction against such 
ambition—an injunction to which he bowed, not re- 
luctantly or with regret, but with a ringing asser- 
tion of pride. It was a delightful prospect that he 
viewed, a future free of official responsibility, but 
with opportunities for service in dignified, if modest, 
capacities.

them to raise their ‘‘qualifications,”’ 
that is, to improve themselves 
technically, they shall enjoy the 
same rights as “responsible work- 
ers’”—Communists — in obtaining 
additional living space. 

8. Engineers and technical work- 
ers Are granted the same priority 
as industrial workers in ‘getting 
materials and labor for housing co- 
operatives. 

“Privileges” Part of Pay. 

In granting the engineers and 
technical workers the same rights 
to obtain additional housing space 
as “responsible workers,” the Com- 
munist party made a great conces- 
sion. Housing space is at a dear 
premium in all the Russian cities. 
By enlarging the group entitled to 
these privileges the resolution in 
effect lessened the privileges of the 
Communists. 

Despite the propaganda that the 
Communists can receive only 450 
rubles a month regardless of their 
real worth to the Government, the 
party members or “responsible 
workers” have always enjoyed 
many privileges denied others in 
Russia, privileges which  consti- 
tuted high “real wages.” While 
the Communists’ salary was kept 
fow in comparison with specialists, 
they had expense accounts; they 
belonged to low priced co-opera- 
tives that were well stocked; they 
wtre supplied with transportation 
facilities and they received prior 
tréatment at all Government insti- 
tutions. This does not mean that 
they did not earn their’ higher 
“real wages."” The Communists on 
the whole are the hardest working 
peopie in Russia. But the 450 
ruble maximum compensation 
propaganda needs explanation. A 
Communist receiving 450 rubles a 
month could live better than” a 
nonparty member receiving 1000 
rubles a month. 


The joint resolution virtually 
abolished the second category of 
workers. Many well-informed for- 
ecigners in Russia forecast the abo- 
lition of all categories if the Gov- 
ernment continues its trend to the 
Right. Russians won't admit this. 
They insist that wat foreigners 
call trends to the Right are merely 
temporary “zig-zags” and that the 
Communist goal of equality for all 
will eventually be attained. 

Weeding Out Disloyal. 

Béfore Stalin made his speech 
and before the joint resolution was 
issued to put part of his ideas into 
effect, the Government _ relied 
mainly on two agencies to see that 
its industrial plans were carried 
out. These agencies were the Com- 
missariat of Workers and Peasants 
Inspection and the dreaded secret 
police, the Gay-Pay-Oo. It was— 
and is— their job to unearth graft, 
corruption and sabotage, either ac- 
tive or passive, in Government in- 
stitutions. 

The Workers and Peasants In- 
spection, known as the RKI, is also 
used by the Communist pagty to 
“purge” itself of unworthy mem- 
bera—the careerists, the incompe- 
tents and the grafters. The purging 
is known as “chistka.” This year, 
through the efforts of the RKI 
and the Gay-Pay-Oo, over 400,000 
persons were expelled from the 
party. The total membership is 
now said to be about two and a 
quarter millions. Above the RKI 
is the Council of Labor and De- 
fense, of which Stalin is a mem- 
This council is also superior 
to the State Planning Commission, 
which drew up the present five- 
year plan and is working on the 
next five-year plan, scheduled to 
start in 1933. 

In keeping with the communist- 
io policy of self-criticism, the Gov- 
ernment does not minimize the dif- 
ficulties it is facing in industry. 
Chairman Andreyev of the Com- 
missariat of Workers and Peasants 
Inspection reported in July that “a 
serious lack in our industry is our 
waste and unnecesasry expenditure 
both th production and distribu- 
tion.” 

“The cost-cutting planned for 
1931,” he continued, “amounts to 
10 per cent. If this were achieved, 
it ma&ans 1,600,000,000 rubles sav- 
ing, which would build us several 
Dnieprostroys, several Magneto- 
stroys. But in actual fact the in- 
dustries are raising costs, not cut- 
ting them. In the four months cost 
rose 2.9 per cent on an average. 
Part of this can be blamed on fucl 
and transport troubles. None the 
less industry took from us a billion 
rubles by failing to cut costs 
Moreover, in the effort to achieve 
a fictitious cost-cutting, quality is 
often sacrificed—an impermissible 
method. 

Tremendous Waste in Factories. 

‘wwe are treating our material 
reserves very lavishly, to say the 
least. Investigations made by the 
REI in four plants of the Railway 
Administration showed 60 to 70 per 
cent of metal wasted in shavings 
and scrap. Another investigation of 
12 large plants showed reserve sup- 
plies worth 10,389,000 rubles; Stal- 
ingrad Tractor Works alone had l1,- 
$00,000 rubles’ worth of materials 
in storage. A preliminary investi- 
gation into metal resources shows 
in Moscow alone unused supplies 
of 2652 tons of metals, not includ- 
ing 3768 tons of scrap iron. 

“Waste is also observed in the 
delay of goods between factory. and 
consumer. Cotton prints, for in- 
stance, take four months to go from 


Moscow to purchasers in Kharkov. 
This means not merely the tying up 
of tal.in the goods themselves 
but the expense of overhead in mov- 
ing them about from-one place to 
another during four months.’’ 

Reporting on engineers and tech- 
nical workers, the chairman said 
that a survey of many plants dis- 
closed that “we use only 30 to. 40 
per cent of the time of our engi- 
neers for production while in Ger- 
many 90 per cent of the engineers’ 
time was utilized.” The remainder, 
of the time, Andreéyev declared, the 
engineers were attending confer- 
ences and writing all sorts of re- 
ports. 

What the American engineers 
cannot understand is why the Gov- 
ernment, with the difficulties it is 
haying with co-ordination and la- 
bor, persists in planning greater 
industrial units before it has 
reached scheduled production in 
the present plants. . : 

Not Steadfast on Jobs. 

Last month the Soviet press car- 
ried news stories about “the 
largest electrical machine plant in 
the world” to bd erected in the 
Urals. According to the press, this 
plant is to have seven times the 
total output of all the electrical 
machine plants in the Union last 
year. The productive capacity of 
the plant, the account said, would 
be three times that of General 
Electric in the United States and 
five times that of the A. E. G. 
company of Germany. It is ex- 
pected to employ 100,000 workers, 
including 12,500 engineers and 
technicians. Preliminary work, the 
account stated, would be started 
this year. 

An American construction engi- 
neer who has a wide reputation in 
the United States and in Russia 
told the writer that the best thing 
that could happen in Russia would 
be for the Government to finish 
the projects it has started before 
taking on new ones. 

“Officials get excited at the be- 
ginning of the work,” he said, “but 
before the project is completed 
their interest declines. The result 
is that materials and labor are dif- 
ficult to get. These people haven't 
learned to go through with a proj- 
ect until it is completed. This at- 
titude is costing the country mil- 
lions of dollars and is slowing up 
the planned economy.” 

Despite the difficulties and the 
costsa—which the engineers think 
will continue to increase—the Gov- 
ernment is making considerable 


progress. 
Chairman. Andreyev compared 
present production with 1913, 


Russia’s peak production year un- 
der the monarchy, with 1931. “Oil 
output in 1913,” he said, “was 9.2 
million tons; in 1931 it will be 27.5 
million tons. Coal output has 
grown from 29 to 86 million tons 
in the same period. Pig iron from 
4.5 to $8 million tons. The output 
of farm implements has grown 
more than tenfold, from 70 million 
rubles’ worth in 1913 to 815 mil- 
lion rubles’ worth this year. Gen- 
eral machine building has increased 
from 398 million rubles’ worth to 
4191 million rubles’ worth. 
Estimating Rassia’s Progress. 
“The U. 8S. S. R. has attained this 
growth at a time when in the larg- 
est countries, for instance in Amer- 
ica, industrial production has sunk 
from 30 to 40 per cent in the basic 
industries during the past year. 


There is no doubt that we shall 
fulfill our five-year plan in four | 
years.” 

Non-industrial figures also bear | 
out Andreyev's claims. For in- 
stance, St. Petersburg under the 
Czar had 673 kilometers of pipes 
for water supply. Leningrad under 
the present Government has extend. 
ed these pipes to 860 kilometers. 
The sewer system was 486 kilome- 
ters in 1913: in 1931 it was 885 
kilometers. Street car trackage has 
been increased from 124 kilometers 
to 410 kilometers and 1000 new 
cars have been added. And at the 
end of the year the municipality 
expects to have 35 bath houses 
with 500 baths each for its popu- 
lation of 2,400,000! 

For local consumption the Soviet 
propaganda compares present con- 
ditions in the United States. This 
is possible because the Russians 
are misinformed about many things 
in the United States. A fairer 
comparison is with the United 
States of 50, 60 or even 100 years 
ago. Machinery 1s just coming 
into widespread use in Russia, and 
it is estimated that the per capita 
wealth of the U. 8. 8S. R. is about 
1 per cent of that of the United 
States. Russia has a long way to 
go to catch up, but in 1850 the 
total wealth in the United States 
was estimated at only $7,136,000,- 
000. Recent estimates put it at 

360,000,000,000. In other words, 
while the population in the United 
States has increased five times, 
wealth has increased about 50 
times. The increase was accom- 
panied by great waste. Many large 
railroad systems the United 
States have grown through bank- 
ruptcy or mismanagement at some 
time or other in their history and 
the losses to the security holders 
was enormous, probably in the hun- 
dreds of millions. Russia is going 
threugh that period now. The 
waste of competition is eliminated. 
The waste of inexperience and mis- 
management is still there.

It Contemplates Life as Exciting 
Adventure of Getting Into “the 
Right Sort'of Trouble.” 

A novel contemplating life as less 
a comfortable business of keeping 
out of trouble than a purposeful 
and exciting adventure ‘of getting 
into “the right sort of trouble,”’ 
written by Frederick Hazlitt Bren- 
nan of St. Louis, prolific author of 
short stories, has just been pub- 
lished by the Century Co.

is a possibility that had it been 
necessary we could have done 
without them on a journey to the 
Pole this season. Our trials with 
them this year will enable us to 
design drills more likely to be ade- 


quate for the job. 


We have learned that one is not 
“blind” under the ice. It was pos- 
sible to see at least 30 feet clearly, 
and probably 50 feet in parts of 
the Arctic, where the water is as 
clear as that we encountered. 

It was possible when traveling at 
three miles an hour to slow the 
vessel in such a short distance that 
no damage would have been sus- 
tained from contact with the ice. 

The two leaks in the hull we ex- 
perienced this year are a result of 
traveling fast through widely scat- 
tered pack and a helmsman being 
not quite quick enough to avold 
striking the ice lumps, although 
there was ample room on either 
side. 

Such fs the list of our difficulties 
this year. 

On the other side of the ledger 
we have a unique record of scien- 
tific results that could not have 
been obtained with such facility in 
any other type of vessel. — 

Scientific Knowledge Gained. 

The series of “deep bottom” 
samples taken could hardly have 
been obtained except by a subma- 
rine. The same might be sald of 
the gravity measurements, The air 
jock and diving compartment 
proved to be as convenient and val- 
uable, if not more so than we ex- 
pected. With its aid this year we 
have achieved sufficient success 
with the scientific work to fairly 


well satisfy the scientista in the 
oceanographical department on 
board. 


These results hardly are as ex- 
clusively academic as the public is 
generally inclined to believe. They 
have a bearing on many matters 
of economic importance. This I 
will not try to explain, because 
Prof. Sverdrup, in another article, 
will some time go into more detail 
with regard to the scientific results, 

Altogether we were not entirely 
disappointed with- our results. 
While not spectacular, we believe 
they are a genuine advance in the 
method of polar exploration. 

Our journey was indeed one of 
true exploration. Much of the sea 
we covered had not been traversed 
by boat, and the area we probed— 
the sea bottom with our depth 
finder, bottom sampler thermom- 
eters and gravity machine—was 
virgin territory for the means em- 
ployed. In a way subsea explora- 
tion is as much geographical as 
land above sea level, and in the un- 
derwater area of the Arctic is @ 
vast storehouse of knowledge to 
which we hope we have opened @ 
road.

By the Associated Press, 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 17.— 


Granting petitions of 30 villages 
and cities in McHenry, Kane, Cook, 
Du Page, De Kalb, Kendall and 
Will counties, the Illinois Commerce 
Commission today ordered the 
Western United Gas & Electric Co. 
to file new reduced experimental 
rate schedules for natural gas serv- 
ice in that area, 

As soon as these rates have been 
filed, the company may mix nat- 
ural with artificial gas and may in- 


it supplies to its customers. 
The company offered a reduction 


cent for gas for house heating pur- 
noses. The Commission, however, 
ordered a reduction in rates for do- 
mestic gas service of 5 per cent 
and of 30 per cent for house heat- 


except in Batavia, Geneva, St. 
Charles, Vrheaton and Elmhurst. 


The rate ordered for these five 
cities is to provide revenue not to 
exceed 5 per cent for Wheaton and 
Elmhurst and 3 per cent for Ba- 
tavia, Geneva and St. Charles above 
what would be provided under rates 
ordered into effect in other parts 
of the company’s territory. The 
order, however, rules that no bills 
be increased above what they would 
be under existing rates. 


The order regarding the five 
cities is due to the fact that in Ba- 
tavia, Geneva and St. Charles, the 
Western United Gas & Electric Co. 
pays into the city treasury 3 per 
cent of its gross receipts from gas’ 
service and in Wheaton and Elm- 
hurst pays in 5 per cent.

Two Convicted of Firing Same 
Shot; Lawyér Reports Client’s 
3 Confession. ) 

BOSTON, Oct. 17.—One of the 
most unusual murder .cases in 
Massachusetts jurisprudence took 
a dramatic new turn today when 
Superior Court Judge William A. 
Burns granted a new trial to Sam- 
uel Gallo, twice respited from death 
in the electric chair. 

Judge Burns allowed the trial 
on grounds of newly discovered 
evidence cvuincident with the an- 
nouncement by Attorney William R, 
Scharton that he would obtain a re.« 
lease from his former client, Gangl 
Cero, allowing him to testify that 
Cero had confessed the slaying for 
which Gallo was convicted. 

The slaying was that of Joseph 
Fantasia in the north end of this 
city in the summer of 1927. Cero 
was first tried and convicted. 
Just before he was to have been 
electrocuted, his sweetheart, Philo- 
mena Romano, implicated Gallo. 

Gallo was indicted, tried and

A step forward in testing metals 
was made by the Cadillac Motor 
Car Co. the past week when it in- 
stalled a new metallographic mi- 
croscope in its ———ee la- 
boratory.

He can 
completely take apart the micro- 
scope and reassemblé it in one 
minute, whereas he woyld need 
from four to five hours to perform 
the same task with former types. 

The metallographic microscope 
installed by Cadillac is the only 
one of its kind in existence.

Attempting to beat a street car 
across an intersection is now illegal 
in Pennsylvania. The motor vehi- 
cle code provides that when a 


street car has started to cross an 
intersection, no operator of a vehi- 
cle shall drive upon or across thé 
ear tracks within the intersection 
and in front of the street car.

Oil Flows in 2.62 | 
Seconds as Zero Cold 
Autos Are Started 


‘announces’ results of a test 
of starting automobiles at zero tem- 
perature. The test was made in 
cold rooms of automotive plants 
at South Bend, Ind., under super- 
vision of the Contest Board of the 


American Automobile Association. 
It was performed on the same 13 
cars of the Standard Oil of In- 
diana’s fleet that were used in fuel- 
ing and lubrication tests of 9000 
miles on the Indianapolis speedway 
last spring and in a road tour 
throughout the summer. 
After each car had been in the 
cooler nearly 24 hours, long enough 
for everything from working parts 
to fuel and oil to get down to the 
zero temperature of the room, an 
experf stepped on the starter while 
others stood by with stop watches 
until oil began to flow in the oil 
gauge tube. The starting was per- 
formed in each instance by the 
same men. The stop watches 
showed the time elapsing between 
engine start and flow of oil. 
The cars used included a Buick, 
Cadillac, Chevrolet, Chrysler, 
Cord, Ford, Hudson, Nash, Olds- 
mobile, Pontiac, Reo, Studebaker 
and Willys-Knight. — 
It had been freely predicted that, 
even using the same kind of gas- 
oline and oil, the cars would show 
variations up to a minute in time 
of oil circulation. But the varia- 
tion was only 11 seconds. The av- 
erage time between starting and 
beginning of oil circulation was 
only 2.62 seconds. 
The Standard Oil engineers de- 
clare the test proves that if-a car 
is in correct mechanical condition, 
it can be started quickly and eas- 
ily even at zero with the right kind 
of fuel and lubricants,

The carburetor should be check- 
ed, and the valves should be adjust- 
ed to prevent loss of compression. 
The ignition system, especially the 
timing, should be cleaned thorough- 
ly and checked for proper adjust- 
ment; the proper functioning of the 
ignition system is essential to easy 
starting on cold mornings. 

Other suggestions made by Doug- 
las include thorough flushing out 
and cleaning of the cooling system: 
draining and flushing the crank 
case and refilling with a good grade 
of oll. Perhaps most important of 
all, the brakes should be adjusted 
or, if necessary, relined.

Changes in volume of commerce 
and large increases in the profes- 
sional and other ‘‘white collar’ ac- 
cupation created the demand for

man shows. 

“Using mheck payments .as a 
yardstick, it is found that the rise 


between the depression year, 1921, 
and the peak in 1929, disregarding | 
the effects of price changes during 
the interval, approximated 130 per 
cent. At the same time the ad- 
vance in new office building ex- 
penditures approximated 660 per 
cent, between 1921 and the peak 
ef the cycle, in this instance, the 
year 1927. : 
Demand for Space. 

“The large increase in office 
building construction from 1921 to 
1927,” the writer continues, ‘‘came 
about fully as much because of 
genuine demand for space as be- 
cause of any other single factor or 
combination of factors. This was 
the period of reconstruction after 
the war, when virtually all build- 
ing of this type had been at a 
standstill: these were the years of 
readjustment of earning power to 
advancing land values and rising 
taxes. Then, too, the release of 
fuctory workers to non-industrial 
cccupations, incident to technolo- 
gic advances, proceeded apace, and 
2 large absorption of workers into 
commercial, financial and profes- 
sional pursuits took place. 

‘This was the period when our 
schools and colleges released more 
“white collar’ graduates than in 
any similar period in our history. 
This was the dawn of an-era of 
scientific study of the problems of 
distribution and the  coirtcidental 
rise in services of every descrip- 
tion to cope with these problems. 
This was the period when the den- 
tist and the physican forsook the 
home as the place of his practice 
tor the more conveniently located 
office building. These factors, to 
say nothing of the insistent de- 
mand for modern and ultra-mod- 
ern facilities, to.a greater or less | 
extent, were forces that brought | 
about the rapid and almost spec- 
tacular advance in new office con- 
struction.”’ 

Concentration in Large Citles, 

Schnitman states that 53 per 
cent of new office building con- 
struction during the decade was 
concentrated in the 13 largest 
cities of the country, i. e., over 
500,000 population. For these same 
13 centers, commercial transac- 
tions, as measured by the volume 
of check payments over the de- 
cede, represented approximately 
65 per cent of the entire money 
turnover of the country. 

He pointed to the opportunities 
for new office structures in the 
smaller cities where present office 
building facilities have become ob- 
solete in the light of standards 
known to larger centers.

Research by University of Michigan 
Show Foreign Demand Is

“ANN ARBOR, Mich., Oct. 17.— 
Exports account for the entire in- 
crease in production of American 
automobiles since 1923, a business 
study by D. M. Phelps of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Bureau of 
Business Research, said today. 

“The takings of the domestic 
market have not increased since 
that time,” the report said, “but 
the volume of automotive products 
taken by the foreign market has 
increased rapidly from an absolute 
standpoint, relative to the total 
production of the industry, and as 
a part of our total: manufactured 
goods export. 

“The recent growth in automo- 
tive exports is chiefly attributable 
to the demand for American 
trucks. Whereas in earlier*years 
only about 20 per cent of total ex- 
ports were trucks, now about 40 
per cent are of commercial design. 

“The efforts of the automobile 
industry to increase foreign busi- 
ness are being counteracted by the 
United States protective tariff 
policy. 

“In 1923, 50.6 per cent of the 
world: demand for motor vehicles 
(excluding that from the United 
States and Canada) was supplied

American Red Cross today trans- 
lated last year’s great drouth into 
facts and figures in a 109-page 
illustrated bulletin. 

Statistics made public for the 
first time showed it cost $10,394,- 
835 up to June 30, the end of the 
fiscal year, with a balance of $4,- 
694,944 available to finish reliev- 
ing the “greatest peace-time disas- 
ter.”

Try to buy 
one, if you think otherwise. The 
Chicago Cubs probably could not 
be bought for $2,500,000, throw- 
ing everything into the scales. 

And yet it was this self-same 
major league outfit that was the 
medium of the greatest bargain 
sale in the history of the national 
game. The death recently of 
Charles Webb Murphy, former 
president of the Cubs, will re- 
call to old timers this celebrat- 
ed deal, one that made the for- 
tunes of several men, including 
that of Murphy. 

In 1905 Murphy was a plump 
little man in his thirties, acting 
as private secretary for Charles 
P. Taft of Cincinnati. He had 
been a newspaper man and his 
interest in baseball was attracted 
to the Chicago Cubs, then owned 
by James A. Hart, Cap Anson 
and a few others. Hart and An- 
son went broke, Anson on a Dil- 
liard hall investment. As the 
Cubs were at a low ebb, the 
owners had to sell. 

Murphy scented a bargain. He

Army Scores on 34-Nard Run, 

Wood took command of the sit- 
vation in the second quarter after 
Army’s light cavalry backfield, 
featuring Ray Stecker of Hazelton, 
Pa., had romged to two touch- 
downs. The crowd of 26,000 that 
packed Michie Stadium and set a 
record for West Point, rocked the 
old fortifications above the Hudson 
as the Cadets appeared to be on 
their way to a rout.

HAT very year, led by Frank 


Chance, the “peerless leader,” 
the team won the champlion- 
ship and in the next four more 
years it added three more yjpen- 
nants and two world titles to its 
achievements.

URPHY was little, but he 
“was a stick of dynamite. He

when he handed Rogers Hornsby 
his hat and bade him good-bye. 

That was when Murphy, in- 
censed at the rough and tough 
tactics of Manager Frank Chance 
fired the “peerless leader,” forc- 
ing him to sell his stock in the 
club. 

Murphy told the world and in 
a loud voice, that instead of a 
“‘peerless leader,”” Chance was 
just a blundering rough-neck. 
He said he wouldu’t have him 
around because he didn’t know 
what a manager’s job meant and 
because he was a bad influenc 
with the players. 


The world thought Murphy 


ought to be taken to the obser- ,| Case 


vation ward, canning a leader 
who had won four champion- 
ships and two world pennants! 

“Chance didn’t win anything,” 
Murphy retorted. “A club of 
players like that couldn’t help 
but win. They didn’t need a man- 
ager. They might have won even 
more games if they hadn’t had 
Chance,” he said in substance at 
least. 

Man, that was a tough one to 
swallow, especially for a club 
that, under Chance, had set a 
record of 116 victories for one 
season——a mark which stands to- 
day! 


When Chance Failed. ' 


VENTS seemed to prove Mur- 
phy was right. He was hired 
as manager by the New York 
“Highlanders’”” (now the Yank- 
ees); but despite a famous lot of 


players under his direction, he 
failed dismally. 

One of his much-talked-of acts 
as manager of the Néw York club 
was to place Hal Chase, the most 
famous first-baseman of his day 
and some still contend of all time 
at second base. That's almost 
heresy in baseball. At any rate, 
it about did for Chance as a 
leader of standing. He dropped 
from public view. 

Ever’ since Murphy's daring 
stand, club owners have been 
prone to soft-pedal the impor- 
tance of a manager and credit 
success to the players. They can't 
forget, too, that Connie Mack 
himself, needed 15 years to re-

Missouri appeared discouraged 
in the third period. Colorado had 
added a touchdown to a field goal 
scored late in the first half for a 
9 to 0 lead.

Tiger Fumble Costly. 

The Tigers had a fine chance to 
win the game in the last quarter.

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Clara Barton, as she looked at the time of the Civil War.

HROUGH the last 
four decades of the 
- e nineteenth century 
a little old maid 
from New En- 
gland kept bobbing 
up in the-wake of 
* disaster. On _bat- 
e tlefields of the Civ- 
il War and_ (the 
Franco-Prussian War, on the flooded 
Ohio and Mississippi in 1884, in the 
drouth regions of Texas in ‘86, at 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, after the 
flood of '89; in Cuba in ‘98, in Gal- 
veston, Texas, after the tidal wave of 
1900-—there she was, busy, tireless 
and indomitable, giving first aid, med- 
icine, food, clothing. When official 
red tape impeded her mission, she co): 
fronted her opponents with such an in- 
tensity of purpose that she created a 
queer illusion of physical impressive- 
ness; many who saw her at such times 
thought this woman, five feet two 
inches in height, was tall and impos- 
ing. And in these moments of stress 
her normally treble voice, instead of 
becoming shrill sank to a pitch almost 
masculine, She usually got her way. 
For five years, in intervals be- 
tween active field work for the relief 
of suffering, she hounded Presidents, 
Cabinet members and Senators on be- 
half of a humanitarian project untii 
she got her way in that. In those days 
her name was as familiar in America 
as that of Anne Lindbergh is today. 
The American National Red Cross, 
observing this year its fiftieth anni- 
versary, is reminding a rather forget- 
ful world of this New England spin- 
ster. For she was Clara Barton. 
founder of the American branch of the 
great international relief organization. 
In her house in Washington the first 
national Red Cross society was organ- 
ized in 1881, and she was chosen pres- 
ident, an office she filled for 23 years. 
The life of Clara Barton was full of 
contrast between what she was and 
what she did. Her career was spec- 
tacular, but she was not. Biographers 
say she was timid when a child, ab- 
normally sensitive, feminine, sedate 
and a thorough lady. Yet she could 
endure the grime and horrors of bat- 
tlefields and disregard their dangers; 
could boss a gang of rough mule driv- 
ers; could ignore any question of pro- 
priety in being the only woman among 
thousands of men in the field. The 
key, apparently, was a streneth of hu- 
manitarian feeling that lifted her 
above temperamental limitations; 
something that enabled her also to for- 
get physical ills and withstand the 
hardships of active service as long as 
there was need for her. i 
Clara Barton was born on Christmas 
day, 1821, at North Oxford, Massachu- 
setts. Her name, originally, was not 
Clara, but Clarissa Harlowe. after 
Richardson's anguished heroine, but 
her friends called her Clara. and so 
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she came to call herself. Her father 


“was a farmer,:- reasonably well to do. 


When she was 15, a phrenologist, 
practitioner of what was then regarded 


as a science, felt the bumps on Clara’s

head and advised teaching as a good 
vocation for her. He said the fear- 
ful, shrinking child needed responsi- 


bility. He also said she would always 
be of a sensitive nature. ‘‘She will. 
never assert herself for herself... But 


for others she will be perfectly fear- 
less.”’ 

Apparently, Freud, Adler and Mey- 
er, in collaboration, could scarcely 
have gauged more accurately the girl's 
strength and weakness. 

A schoo] teacher Clara became, and 
a school teacher she remained for al- 
most 20 years. Then she suffered a 
nervous collapse and her voice failed. 
She gave up teaching, and presently 
became a clerk in the Patent Office 
in Washington. 

Miss Barton had been engaged in 
this work for several years when the 
Civil War began. Wounded men from 
the first battle of Bull Run were 
taken to Washington hospitals and 
Clara Barton was among the women 
who hurried to the hospitals to care 
for them. But she soon saw that there 
were plenty of women for that task; 
there was a greater need to collect 
supplies and make them available to 
the wounded before they reached. the 
hospitals. 


O MISS BARTON arranged for 
G som women in Worcester, Massa- 

chusetts, to send her medical sup- 
plies and food and set up a dis- 
tributing agency. She took two 
rooms in a business building in Wash- 
ing, lived im one and kept her 
stores in the other. But this did not 
solve the problem of giving aid as 
soon as it was needed. She decided to 
go to the front, taking the needed ma- 
terial to the battlefield. But first she 
went to New England and New Jersey 
and established sources of supply— 
obtained assurances from individuals 
and organizations that they would 
send her the things she would take to 
the soldiers. She obtained passes, ar- 
ranged for transportation of her 
goods, established co-operative rela- 
tions with the Sanitary Commission, 
the official relief agency. She went 
at her work in a businesslike way. Not 
the actual binding of the wounds—— 
although she did that, too, when she 
could——but the systemization of relief. 
so that it could be given as effective- 
ly and speedily as possible, was Clara 
Barton's important work. 

In August of 1862 she had her first 
battlefield experience. It was just 
after the battle at Cedar Mountain. 
Miss Barton worked for five days and 
nights, with three hours’ sleep. When 
news of the second battle of Bull Run 
reached Washington, she hastened to 
the field on a train bearing her sup- 
plies, and fed soup and wine and 
coffee to the wounded, until they wére 
placed on the train for Alexandria. 
The battle of Chantilly followed quick- 


ly, and Clara Barton 
and 30 assistants, 
three of them women, 


were soon on the 
ground. From Friday 
night to Wednesday 


morning she worked, . 
with two hours’ sleep, A od 
and left the field with 
a train load of wound- ~~ 
ed just as the enemy gt 
cavalry came into view. 4, ae 

Clara Barton wasn't sat- 
isfied with what she was 
accomplishing. There was 
still too much delay in 
getting help to suffering men. 

So she tried to reach the field 
before the battle did. A ‘‘tip’’ 
given to her in Washington 
enabled her to reach Burn- 
side's army on the eve of the bat- 
tle of Antietam. She traveled in 
an army wagon drawn by mules 
and loaded with supplies; her 
personal baggage consisted of a 
few things tied in a handkerchief. She 
saved time on the trip by driving at 
night around the long army train that 
was resting on its way from Harper’s 
Ferry to Antietam; when the train got 
under way again in 
the morning her wag- 
on was just behind 
the cannon. From 
that time on, 
throughout the war, 
it was her endeavor 
to “follow the can- 
non.’’ 

She worked at An- 
tietam from the be- 
ginning of the battle 
until the last of the 
wounded had received 
attention. Much of 
the time she was at 
a field surgical sta- 
tion established on a 
farm just behind a 
line of artillery. The 
smoke of battle was 
so dense there at 
times that. those who 
were caring for the 
wounded could 
scarcely see. Out in 
the open, Clara Rar- 
ton knelt to give a 


wounded soldier a drink of water: as 


she raised his head with one arm a 
bullet cut through her sleeve and 
killed him. Another man, facing a long 
wait for the attention of surgeons, 
asked her to cut a bullet out of his 
cheek; she did it with her pocket 
knife. When her supply of food was 
gone, she found that three cases of 
wine had been packed in Indian meal, 
and with that she made gruel, which 
was carried in buckets to wounded 
men on the battlefield. When sur- 
geons in her sector had to stop work 
at night, because the supply of candles 
had givea out, with a thousand men 
needing attention, Miss Barton pro- 
vided lanterns from the stores she had 
brought.

During this time she began lecturing 
on her war experiences, with marked 
success. But in 1869 her health and 
voice suddenly failed again and she 
was sent to Europe to recover. 

In Switzerland she learned about 
the Red Cross, an international body 
for the “improvement of the fate of 
the military wounded in arms in a 
campaign,’’ which had been created in 
1864 by the Treaty of Geneva, signed 
originally by the representatives of 12

She besieged three administra- 
tions—those of Hayes, Garfield and 
Arthur-—-and in 1882 the fight was 
won. At the request of President 
Arthur, the Senate confirmed the ad- 
hesion of the United States to the 
Treaty of Geneva.

On July 27, 1694, the Bank of En- 
gland was incorporated and Paterson 
became one of its directors. He had 
just passed his thirty-sixth birthday. 

The Scottish financial adventurer 
had quite a bitter fight before success 
crowned his efforts in founding the 
great financial institution. Through 
subscribers he raised the necessary 
cash, which the British Government 
was to borrow and on which it was to 
pay 100,000 pounds ($500,000) a year 
interest. The subscribers were incor- 
porated in the name and style of the 
Governor and the Company of the 
Bank of England. 

One of the chief arguments offered 
by Paterson to swing his project was 
the prevention of theft at the royal 
hands, such as was indulged in by 
Charles I when that monarch coolly 
helped himself to the 200,000 pounds. 

Notwithstanding that a Scotsman, 
William Paterson, had founded the 
Bank of England, it was one of the 
rigid rules of the instdtution to ex- 
clude anyone born northseof the bor- 
der from having a share in the direc- 
tion of its affairs. Even Paterson was 
ousted from the directorate, after a 
short time, though for good and suffi- 
cient cause. 

From the London banking field, 
Paterson hied himself to Edinburgh 
and soon, having talked the Scottish 
people into what was known as the 
Darien scheme, the object of which 
was to plant a colony on the Atlantic 
side of the Isthmus of Panama, and 
so form a commercial entrepot for the 
eastern and western hemispheres, set 
sail for the tropics of the New World.

The nickname, “The Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street,” as the bank is 
known, has been the subject of end- 
less and amusing controversies. The 
street of the bank happened to be the 
third street from Cheapside. It was 
known as Thriddenal street, from the 
Anglo-Saxon thridda, or third, in time 
undergoing corruption as Thread- 
needle. 


S TO the legend of “The Old 
Aue.” it had its origin in car- 

toons and newspaper references, 
some complimentary, others positively 
damning. When, during a panie run 
of 180 years ago, the Bank of England 
gained time by counting out sixpences 
across the counter to those who clam- 
ored for their money, the analogy of 
a cautious old woman with a teapot 
hoard was the inspiration of many 4 
cartoonist. 

In her day, The Old Lady of Thread- 
needle has had many frights. Almost 
at the beginning of its career the gold- 
smiths of London tried to ruin her by 
collecting bills and pressing for pay- 
ments of large amounts—in gold, too. 

On one occasion the Bank of En- 
gland had to cash 20,000 pounds

of stolen notes to -save its credit. 
The first serious financial crisis to 
which the Bank of England was sub- 
jected followed the pricking of the 
South Sea bubble in 1720. So devas- 
tating were the effects that details of 
this, the first mad stock boom in En- 
gland, are included as part of every 
British child’s education in history. 
Europe at that time was also in the 
slough of financial despond as the 
result of the crisis caused in France 
by the collapse of Law’s Mississippl 
scheme. In due course, however, the 
finances of Britain and of France were 
again on a sound footing. 
But for weeks the fate of the Bank 
of England trembled in the balance. 
In 1772 the Bank of England en- 
countered another severe financial 
storm. A period of speculation and 
extravagance led to the failure of 
Douglas Heron & Company, and the 


Bank of England ‘shook with well- 


grounded fear.”’ 

Again, in time, the wheels of the 
machine of finance began to revolve. 

The nineteenth century was a suc- 
cession of booms, crises and panics for 
The Old Lady of Threadneedle Street. 
During the war with France money 
got scarce and a financial panic en- 
sued. 

Following the Napoleonic wars were 
years of depression, and again the 
bank was the object of a concerted as- 
gault by the British for their money. 


perience a stock exchange boom 

comparable almost to the South 
Sea bubble-——-the centenary of which 
it nearly celebrated. A financial 
crisis ensued, and once more The Old 
Lady was the object of much 
concern to British minds. In 190 
years the English and Scotch were 
again enjoying prosperity, the rail- 
way boom of 1835 being well 
under way. This was followed by a 
financial upheaval, but in 1845 the 
losses sustained in this crash had been 
forgotten. Fortunes were again being 
made in a second great railway boom 
in which George Hudson played so 
great a role. The crash which termi- 
nated this orgy of speculation in stocks 
caused the financial observers of the 
day to prophesy the doom of Britain 
and the passing of the Bank of En- 
gland. 

September, 1847, will long be re- 
membered in British banking annals. 
Then, too, unreasoning panic swept 
through the realms of finance. The 
Bank of England raised its rate to 8 
per cent. 

And within a few years that crisis 
was but a memory. 

One of the most sensational panics 
that ever shook Britain’s banking sys- 
tem occurred in 1866, its climax be- 
ing reached on May 11, referred to 
even to this day as ‘‘Black Friday.’

The banks of every town and city in 
the British Isles were thronged with 
depositors wildly demanding their 
money in the form of golden sover- 
eigns. Crowds mustered in sullen 
steadiness before closed doors where 
banks had perforce suspended pay- 
ments. Most of the limelight of the 
drama was shed on the old, estab- 
lished firm of Overend & Gurney, 
which failed with liabilities totaling 
$60,000,000. 

Ta a grimly silent but excited House 
of Commons, Gladstone at midnight 
announced the temporary suspension 
of the Bank Charter Act, as a measure 
to save the situation. 


turning, and again the Bank of 
England figured as the pivot of 
the world’s finances. 

The affairs of the Western Bank of 
Scotland were soon to upset the se- 
renity of Britain’s financial world. 
This old institution failed for more 
than $50,000,000, a disaster’ that 
proved the forerunner of a terrible 
series of crashes. The Bank of En- 
giand rate touched the unprecedented 
figure of 9 per cent, and within a few 
days no less than five large banking 
concerns had come to grief. Parlia- 
ment had to be urgently reassembled 
to stave off what seemed likely to be- 
come a national disaster. 

The next grave upheaval was in the 
year 1878, when the financial stabil- 
ity of the British banking system was 
jeopardized by the failure of the City 
of Glasgow Bank. 

The Baring crisis came in 1898, 
when, with the object of saving the 
city-—London's Wall street—-from a 
panic of appalling magnitude, the 
leadf hg banks and money firms of 
London arranged jointly to underwrite 
the liabilities of Baring Brothers, and 
assume the responsibility of the con 
cern’s liquidation. 

The repercussions of the Baring 
crisis lasted some years, and were fol- 
lowed by the Liberator crash of 1892, 
when no fewer than 25,000 small in- 
vestors suffered serious losses. In 1844 
and 1895, the British investing pub- 
lic was enjoying the prosperity which 
the Kaffir boom brought in its train. 

Three years later, in 1898, the newa 
that Ernest Terrah Hooley-—the finan- 
cial wizard of that time——-was bank- 
rupt rocked Britain through and 
through. 

Upon the outbreak of the war in 
1914 the British Government of that 
day and the Bank of Enland were 
faced with a financial crisis, with the 
result that the Stock Exchange was 
closed for the first time in its history. 
Many thought that the London money 
market would never recover. Yet be- 
tween 1914 and 1918, Great Britain 
raised thousands of millions of

the head of the camel on the 
llama and the head of the wolf on 
the boar. But then they have 
had 19,900,000 years to get 
themselves unscrambled into the 
animals that are living today. 
Those restored and shown in the 
picture are, from left to right, a 
llama-like camel, a two-horned 
rhinoceros, a three-toed horse, a 
giant pig and a tall, claw-footed 
animal. Remains of all these 
beasts have been found in Ne- 
braska. 

The mastadon is obviously re- 
lated to the modern elephant. 
Many mastodon specimens have 
been discovered in draining the 
swamp lands near Chicago. They 
are believed to have existed in 


Flying and swimming reptiles. 


large numbers throughout the 
Eastern and Central United States. 
Then there is the Cave Bear 
which lived in Europe during 
the Ice Age. It is the largest 
bear known to science and it is 
plain that this bear was the im- 
mediate forefather of most con- 
temporary bears. The specimens 
look not unlike some of the big 
bears in the St. Louis zoo. 


HE Great Irish Deer was 
chiefly remarkable for its 
enormous antlers. Ht was 
comparable in size to the mod- 
ern moose and is believed to have 
existed in Western Europe. It 
is called Irish because innum- 
erable specimens have been found 
in the peat bogs of Ireland. 
This extinct deer measured ten 


feet from the top of the skull to 
the ground and antlers with a 
spread of ten feet have been found. 

The animals that lived in North 
America when the sea extended 
over the western half of the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley are shown in the 
picture. at the top of this page. 
Their fossil bones are found in 
the natural chalk beds of western 
Kansas and in the black shales 
from Texas to Alberta. Three 
kinds of animals are represented. 
The short-necked lizard in the 
foreground grew to a length of 
30 feet. The great sea-turtles to 
the right had shells from three to 
eight feet in length. The flying 
reptiles shown resembled great 
bats, the largest having a wing 
spread of 22 feet. Ail of these 
disappeared 60,000,000 years ago.

Just as the 
British state. lottery was on its 
last legs a man named Charles 
Price defrauded it of a gigantic 
sum. He forged large numbers 
of seemingly perfect banknotes. 
He was never apprehended. 

Probably one of the weirdest 
stories, and ghastliest, too, in con- 
nection with the Bank of England 
is why the famous institution 


of currency, a banknote known 
as “‘Cruikshank.’’ It was never le- 
gal tender, and the only commod- 
ity it was used to buy was human 
life from the hangman. 

This “‘banknote’’ was the work 
of a single artist, hastily drawn 
to express the mood of a moment, 
vet within a few days it was the 
most talked of work of art in En- 
gland.
